Law and penalty are not their own.— 
Something lies back of them, from which 
they originated.

The Sin of Eli, 

Eli was a good man. The brief account 
which we have of him affords sufficient ev- 
idence of his piety. Our evidence is found | 
in the submission and humility with which 
he received a bitter denunciation of Jeho- 
vah. “It is the Lord, let him do what 
seemeth him good.” And the evidence is 
found in the concern which he manifested 
for the cause of religion in his last moments. 
There is great moral beauty in that closing 
scene. He is sitting towards evening by 
the wayside, eager to get some report from 
the army of Israel. ‘The ark of God bas 
been carried into the camp. His heart 
trembles for that. He is ninety-eight years 
old, and his eyes aredim. Now a messen- 
ger has come to Shiloh, and the whole city 
cries out at the news of Israel’s defeat.— 
The old man asks what it means ; and he 
announces to him these heavy tidings :— 
‘Israel is smitten before the Philistines.” — 
He trembles, but still sits erect. “There 
hath also been a great slaughter among the 
people.’ Still he is not quite overcome.— 
“And thy sons Hophni and Phineas are 
dead.’ That is his private calamity ; he 
can endure it. ‘And the Ark of God is ta- 
ken.” Ah! that was the heaviest tidings, 
the thing which he greatly feared. ‘And 
that it came to pass when he made mention 
of the ark of God that he fell from off his 
seat backward, by the side of the gate, and 
his neck brake, and be died.” ; 

Such was his zeal for the honor of God. 
The calamities of the cause of religion 
pierced his heart with akeener pang than 
his own private griefs possibly could, bitter 
as they were. 

But Eli was guilty of one sin. Not a 
sin of commission, assume suppose all ag- 
gravated sins must be, but a sin of omis- 
sion. He did not govern his family. He 
did not exercise that anthority in ordering 
kis household, which, as a parent he was 
bound to exercise. ‘His sons made them- 
selves vile, and he restrained them not.” 

This was the only fault charged upon 
him. He was certainly not deficient in his 
use of “moral suasion.” Hear him expos-} 
tulate with his sons. “Why do ye such 
things ? for I hear of your evil doing by all 


‘to authority. Even divine grace must have 
a hard struggle in the heart of such a man; 
and the defects in his early discipline will 
bring upon him many a heart-ache, and ma- 
ny asorrowful lapse. He will be continu- 
ally “committing folly,” for the want of 
‘that wisdom whieh the “rod and reproof”’ 
might have given.

Letter from Rev. E. N. Jencks.--No. 2. 


Ship Cokota, Indian Ocean, Lat. 28 deg. 
Long. 101 deg, E., Sept. 8, 1846. 
(Seventy-seven days out.) 


Some account of the incidents of the voyage, and, 


which we have seen, will now-close this hasty com- 
munication. The first things te be attended to, on 
finding ourselves fairly afloat, were to ‘stow away’ 
our bundles and other loose baggage, ‘make fast’ 
our chests and furniture, and prepare for sea-sick- 
ness. And this was no small task ; for our friends 
in N. York had very kindly added many things ‘to 
our outfit,’ so that we could scarcely find room in 
our boxes and chests to pack them away. The 
promise was already verified to us; for having ‘for- 
saken all’ for the sake of Christ and his kingdom, a 
‘hundred fold’ was ‘added to us’ before we had fair- 
ly embarked.

Late and Interesting from the Army. 


By the arrival of the steamship Massachusetts, at 
New Orleans, advices have been received from Tam- 
pico to the 18th ult. 

Considerable excitement had been produced at 
Tampico, in consequence of a report that a large 
body of Mexican cavalry were in that neighbor- 

ood. 

‘ It was positively asserted, and the report general- 
ly believed in the American camp, that Santa An- 
na had a force of 2',000 nen at San Luis Potosi. 
Jt was also reported that he was taking the most 
stringent measures to thoroughly purge his army of 
all officers on whom there rested the remotest taint 
of suspicion for cowardice, it being his determina- 
tion to retain only those in whom he could place the 
most implicit confidence for bravery and skill. 

It was said that Gen. Ampudia, Col. Carasco, 
and a number of other Mexican officers, charged 
with cowardice, had been iunprisoned by order of 
Santa Anna. 

Santa Anna had likewise issued a decree, doom- 
ing death to any officer who should disgrace him- 
self by cowardly or un-soldier-like condnect in fa- 
ture. 
Six thousand cavalry were reported to be at Vic- 
toria, ander the command of Gen. Urrea. 

The Mexicans, to all outward appearance, were 
in very good spirits, and expressed the desire of be- 
ing led against the invaders. 

The U.S steamer Fashion, Capt. Hugh Fuller- 
ton, arrived at Brazos on the 16th alt., with Gen. 
Jesup and suite on board. 

Gen. Piliow started from Matamoros on the 14th 
with the intention of going about twenty-five miles 
distant, where he would await the arrival of Gen.

Unruly tongues, on the contrary, pro- 
duce a world of iniquity. Some are full of 
deadly poison : such as they that curse men 
and blaspheme God, and which utter lies 
for mischief or sport. 

Such, too, is the deceitful tongue, ‘whose 


should not be neglected until youug peo-

| and then the church,through their own pov- 
erty, arising from neglect, are compelled to 
give all the singing into the hands of a young 
‘choir. All sorts of evils may creep into
